Tabulation shows about 393,- 
000 deer hunters shot about 125, 
000 whitetails as compared to over 
393,100 hunters who got over 116,: 
000 in the 1949 fall hunting per- 
iods. Ratio of successful hunters 
was better. Nearly 32 percent of 
the hunters got deer last fall as 
compared to over 29 percent in

In the bow and arrow season 
nearly 15,000 _residents accounted 


for over 1,500 deer as compared to 
the 12 000 who took 795 in 1949. 
Nonresident Robinhoods, 835 in 
number as compared to 668 be- 
fore, bagged about 130 deer as 
compared to about 80 befure. Baw 
and arrow hunters again showed 
most improvement, with ones,out

In the special western Michigah 
deer seasons, to reduce the herd 
and ease crop and orchard damage 
2,186 deer were taken as compar- 
ed to 4,157 in the 1949 fall special 
Stason. 

Kegional breakdown on the gen- 
eral firearm season showed 42.5 
percent of the Michigan residents 
hunting in the upper peninsula to 
be successful, as against 41 per- 
cent before. About 97,400 upper 
peninsula deer seekers harvested 
41,400 whitetails. Over 28 percent 
of the 259,500 northern lower pen- 
insula hunters came home with 
deer, getting over 73,000 animals. 
The 1949 success ratio in this re- 
gion was nearly 25 percent. 

Approximately 13,000 hunters 
cropped roughly 1,800 deer in the 
southern third of 
compared to about 14,000 
shot about 960 before.
